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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Although Taylor et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,667,664) does not disclose having and enlarged head portion it does 
not put the case in condition for allowance because further search and consideration will be necessary. In the final action mailed on May 
7, 2007 it was indicated that claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitaions of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The amendment made only put a portion of the limitaion of claim 4, "an enlarged head portion", and not all of the 
limitations of the intervening claims. Therefore this amendment does not put the case into condition for allowance and will require further 
search and consideration. 
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
